HOUSTON, Texas, January 29 
(UP).—Blaming horse races for 
his death, K. W. Alford, 43, died 
Tuesday. A note written on a 
box that had contained poison 
told the story: 

‘* ‘Race horses did this. The 
wages of sin is death. 

‘“ "The greatest thing the 
Texas Legislature can do is re- 
peal or enforce the gambling law. 

‘** ‘May God have mercy on my 
soul, watch over and protect my 
family. ’ 

“The poison box was found in 
his pocket after he slumped over 
in a hotel lobby. Alford was 
employed ‘by an oil company. He 
is survived by his wife and five 
daughters.”’ 

Moral wreck and then suicide, 
caused by race track gambling. 
Five orphan daughters and a wife 
now left a widow, caused by race 
track gambling. 

This voiee from the dead says, 
“Race horses did this. The 
wages of sin is death.

‘Baptism Not Essential To Salvation 


(Continued from last week) 


PART IIl 
TO MAKE BAPTISM ESSENTIAL TO SALVATION 
WOULD CONTRADICT THE PLAN OF SALVATION 
GIVEN BY OLD TESTAMENT PROPHETS, JESUS, 
. JOHN, PETER, AND PAUL 
Above, in Part Il, we have given case after case 
where the Scriptures state that the believer already has 


everlasting life, is already born of God, and shall not come 
into condemnation and is justified from all things. Those 
Scriptures plainly tell what is the state of a believer in 
Christ. They say that the believer is already saved. Now 
I want to show that passages which tell how to get saved. 
give the same plan of salvation as the Scriptures which 
say that the believer is already savdd. 
JESUS AND NICODEMUS 


In the third chapter of John, we have the case of 


| Nicodemus, a lost Pharisee, who came to Jesus at night. 


Jesus told this Pharasee that he must be born again. Nico- 
demus, like so many others who believe in a formal re- 
ligion, a religion of good works, did not understand what 
it meant to be born of thé Spirit, so Jesus told how to be 
born of the Spirit, that it was like the motion of the wind 
which is unseen, but which one can hear and feel. To be 
born of the Spirit is an unseen matter in the heart. Nat- 
urally, Nicodemus needed to know what it takes to be sav- 
ed, and Jesus told him. In John 3:14-16, He gave these 
well known and well loved, wonderful words: 

“And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
ness, even so must the Son of man be lifted up: 
15. That whosoever. believeth in him should not perish, 
but have eternal lift. 16. For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.”’—John 8:14-16. 

There are many interesting things about this passage. 

For one thing, it is made clear that the brass snake on a 
poie, in Numbers 21:5-9, represents Christ. The Israelites 
were bitten first by the serpent sin before the physical, 
fiery serpents came upon them. Those who looked to the 
brass serpent were healed, and that evidently pictured that 
as they looked to Christ in their heartg they were saved. 
The same plan of- salvation was good for Old Testament 
sinners aS for Nicodemus in the New Testament. 


And then verse 16 gives the best known verse in the 


‘nis verse is important because it is universal: It in- 
cludes the whole world, “For God so loved thé world”, This 
is the plan of salvation offered to the whole world, 

It is on the basis of the crucifixion of Christ. The 
plan of salvation offered here is offered to everybody who 
will ever be saved by the blood of Christ. If Old Testament 
saints were saved by the blood of Christ (and they were), 
they were saved this way. If people after Pentecost in 
modern days are saved by the blood of Christ, they are 
saved this way. The Saviour is stating here in universal 
language the plan of salvation based on the love of God 
for the whole world and the death of Christ for the sins 
of the whole world. Naturally, then, the offer is made to 
“whosoever.” This plan of salvation is for whosoever, that 
is for anvbody in the world, in any age, who will come to 
God on the merits of the shed blood of Jesus Christ. 
AND THIS SALVATION, EVERLASTING LIFE, IS 
PROMISED TO “WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH ON HIM”! 
This universal plan of salvation is by faith without bap- 
tism. “For God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begottén Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.”” Anyone who trusts in 
Christ for salvation will not perish but have everlasting 
life. This Scripture does not say that the believer ought 
not to be baptized. It does not say that baptism is unim- 
portant, or that it does not matter. Baptism is important. 
Baptism does matter. All believers ought to be baptized. 
But baptism is not a part of the universal plan of salvation 
taught here! A simple faith or dependance in the heart is 
not the same as baptism and does not include baptism, so 
baptism is not essential to salvation. 

Above we have seen Jesus talking to a lost sinner, 
telling him the plan of salvation, and in that discussion 
He does not even mention baptism. Then it is wickedness 
and folly and a perversion of the Scriptures to put in bap- 
tism where Jesus did not put it. 


BELIEVING IN CHRIST INCLUDES EVERYTHING. 


ESSENTIAL TO SALVATION | 


It is manifestly true from the Scriptures already used 
that believing in Christ includes everything that is essen- 


tial to salvation. The Scriptures show that every condition 
mentioned in the Bible as essential to salvation is included 
in believing. For instance, John 1:12 says “As many as 
RECEIVED him, to them gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that BELIEVE on his name.” Be- 
lieving and receiving are the same. To receive Christ is to 
believe on Christ and one who believes on Christ receives 
Him. They are the same. 


Again, John 6:37 says that “him that cometh to me [ 
will im no wise cast out.” Coming to Christ here is indicat- 
ed as the way to, salvation. So it is, for Hebrews 11:6 says: 
“He that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him.” One 
comes to Christ or to God only by faith. There is no other 
way to come-to God: One who believes comes to Christ. 


Likewise repentance and faith are inseparably con- 
nected as the same act. The Scripture says: “Repentance 
toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Acts 20:21). To repent is to change one’s mind, that is, 
to turn from sin to God. Repentance in some sense repre- 
sents the necessary attitude of a sinner toward God, if he 
would be saved. He must turn from sin to God. That is 
repentance, But the way a sinner turns to God is by “faith 
in our Lord-Jesus Christ.” Jesus said, “No man cometh 
unto the Father but by me” (John 14:6). You may be sure 
that any one who has turned from sin to God, that is, re- 
pented, at the same time, and in the same act, came by 
faith in Jesus Christ. Turning to God, trusting Christ— 
they are the same. One who repents believes, and one who 
believes repents. They are the same. Both refer to a single 
act of penitent faith. They are never mentioned in the Bible 
as separate acts coming at separate times. 


Notice carefully that baptism is not the same as faith, 
and no Scripture passage mentions baptism as a part of 
faith or as the same as faith. The contrary is true. 


For instance when the eunuch believed in Christ and 
wanted to be baptized, Philip told him, “If thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest,” (Acts 8:37). He was 
not to be baptized until he already believed. Believing in 
Christ in the heart is one thing, but being baptized as a 
physical ceremony is another thing. And baptism should 
not have come until after faith. They do not come together 
but one follows the other. They ought not to be separated 
long, but they always are separated, in the Bible. In the 
case of Paul, certainly, faith came on the road to Damas- 
cus, and baptism came three days later. Faith, then, in- 
cludes receiving Christ, coming to Christ, and vepentance 
toward God. Those are various ways of saying the sainé 
thing, but iain does not include baptism. Faith is not 
baptism, baptism ig not faith. Oiie could believe in Christ 
without being baptized, or be baptized (improperly, of 
course) without believing in Christ, 


Honest people, then, must take Jesus: at face value 
when He said that “Whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish but have everlasting life.” That means believing 
without baptism, as far ag the plan of salvation is con- 
cerned. And immediately after Jesus gave this universal 
plan of salvation, He said, “He that believeth on him is 
not condemned” (John 3:18). 


PETER AND CORNELIUS 


Jesus gave the plan of salvation to Nicodemus in the 
3rd chapter of John and told him that to be born again 
Nicodemus must believe in Him and would have everlast- 
ing life. Peter gave the same plan of salvation to Cor- 
nelius. The 10th chapter of Acts gives the account. Cor- 
nelius, a centurion of a band of Roman soldiers who were 
Italians, that is, from Italy, had been earnestly seeking 
God. So an angel appeared to him and told him to send for 
Simon Peter at Joppa. This preacher would tell him ‘words 
whereby he might be saved’ (Acts 11:14). So the anxious 
sinner sent two servants and a soldier to Joppa after 
Peter. The Lord prepared Peter’s heart, convinced him 
that he should go preach the gospel to these Gentiles and 
Peter returned with the messengers of Cornelius and 
preached the gospel to a group assembled in Cornelius’s 
home. After telling about Jesus and His life and death 
then Peter said in Acts 10:43: 


“To him give all the prophets witness,. that through 
his name whosoever believeth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins.” 

Here Peter was preaching the gospel to a group of 
sinners. They would need preaching as plain as heathen 
people in China need it today. Mark you, they were not 
Jews but Gentiles. They had never heard the gospel. They 
were a good ways removed from Jerusalem. They were so 
ignorant of true Christianity that when Peter came in 
Cornelius fell down to worship him! If ever a group of 
people needed to have plain, understandable preaching on

the plan of salvation, it was this group. So Peter told them 
what to do to be saved, AND IN THE PLAN OF SAL- 
VATION HE GAVE THEM, BAPTISM IS NOT EVEN 
MENTIONED! No, Peter told them that “whosoever 
BELIEVETH in him shall receive remission of sins.”’ 


Peter could not honestly have implied baptism when 
he said “believe”. because these heathen Gentiles did not 
know about baptism. Later these were baptized but only 
after Peter expressly commanded it, and after they were 
already saved. Peter preached here to Cornelius and his 


household the same plan of ‘salvation that Jesus gave to 
Nicodemus. 


And the plan of salvation Peter gave them was the 
right plan too, for God blessed it and they were saved on 
the basis of that promise, that whosoever should believe 
in Christ should have remission of sins. The following 
verses tell us that while Peter was still saying these words 
that the Holy Spirit came on Cornelius and his household. 
and was poured out on them just like on the apostles and 
others at Pentecost.Acts 10:48-48 tells us as follows: 


“To him give all the prophets witness, that through 
his name whosoever believeth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins. 44. While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard the word. 
45. And they of the circumcision which believed were 
astonished, as many as came with Peter, because that 
on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 46. For they heard them speak with tongues and 
magnify God. Then answered Peter, 47. Can any man 
forbid water, that these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well as we? 48. And 
he éommanded them to be baptized in the name of the 
Lord. Then prayed they him to tarry certain days.” 


Cornelius and his household were not only filled with 
the Holy Ghost but were saved. The power of the Holy 
Spirit upon them proved that and Peter said to the other 
Jews with him that these “have received the Holy Ghost 
as well as we.” What they had was just as good as what 
Peter the apostle had, so certainly they were saved. And 
mark you, that came before they were baptized. Peter told 
them that whosoever should believe on Christ should have

did believe on Christ and were instantly saved so that no 

one could doubt it. 


When Peter went back to Jerusalem he explained the de- 
tails of this marvelous happening to the assembled apostles 
and brethren. In Acts 11:17, 18 we have the words of 
Peter proving to the others there that these Gentiles had 
certainly been saved because God had given them the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. 


“Forasmuch then as God gave them the like gift as 
he did unto us, who believed on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
what was I, that I could withstand God?
